A 44¢year-old Malton res- 
ident is in custody following 
the strangulation death of his 
16-year-old daughter on Sat- 
urday night, at their home on 
3138 Morning Star Dr. 

Peel Regional Police ar- 
rested and charged the man 
with murder after being 
summoned to the scene of a 
family quarrel about 8:45 
p.m. on Saturday. 

Princess-Ann Whittaker, a 
native of Jamaica, was 
rushed to Etobicoke General 
Hospital and pronounced 
dead on arrival. An autopsy 
on Sunday confirmed that 
she had been “manually 
strangled." 

Roper George Whittaker 
was charged with murder 
punishable by life imprison- 
ment and was to appear at 
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Brampton Provincial Court 
for a bail hearing on Tuesday 
morning. 

_. Apparently, Mrs. Iris 
Whittaker was out of the 
house shopping at Westwood 
Mall at the time of the 
incident. 

Neighbors on both sides of 
the Whittaker residence ex- 
pressed shock and dismay at 
the tragedy. They were 
described as a ‘‘quiet fam- 
ily’ and ‘‘good people’ by 
Mr. and Mrs. Joe Giardina, 
of 3140 Morning Star. 

In her second year of a 
three-year commercial 
course at W.J. Fenton Sec- 
ondary School, Ann was 


described by a school 
spokesman as a ‘‘quiet’’ 
student with ‘‘average 


marks.’’ She was no trouble

Reverend 
Frank Slavik expressed 
clearly his deep felt regret 
over the incident. He spent 
most of Monday with Mrs. 
Whittaker and told The Pilot 
that she planned to stay on in 
Malton and ‘‘carry on with 
her life, the best she can."’ 

Mr. Whittaker was a press 
operator at Northern Elec- 
tric, in Bramalea. 

Miss Whittaker had two 
married brothers living in 
Jamaica.

Robert Martin was charged 
with the murder of Dr. Rex 
Hylton, which occurred at an 
old Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Hospital, located on the 
Airport premises. The hospi- 
tal has since been torn down. 

Malton's second murder 
was recorded on November 


24, 1959, whéh Beverly 
Wright was found murdered 
out at Toronto International 
Airport. John Hartford was 
later convicted of this homi- 
cide. 

Then there’s the unsolved 
slaying of Joyce Orlowski, 
who's body was found on the 
Metro side of Indian Line, 
near the Clairville Dam, on 
September 9, 1965. Metropol- 
itan Toronto Police investi- 
gated this crime. 

Deputy-Chief Teggart re- 
ported there were four 
murders in Peel last year, 
and 14 attempted murders. 
He said the reason these 
statistics are high was due 
mainly to the tragic shooting 
at Brampton Secondary 
School on May 28, 1975. That 
day, Michael Slobodian, 16, 
a Brampton resident, shot 
two people to death and 
wounded 17 other students 
before turning the gun on 
himself. 

The death of Princess-Ann 
Whittaker, of 3138 Morning 
Star Dr., and the subsequent 
charge of murder against 
her father, Roper George 
Whittaker, was the first 
murder of 1976 in Peel 
Region.

Retired Wrestling Referee 


By Alex Matheson 

For thirty-five years, Cliff 
Worthy competed in or 
refereed the oldest sport in 
the world, wrestling. 

The sport goes back before 
the Babyloniansyand is the 
earliest form of’ play for 
most animals, said .Cliff 
citing puppies and bear cubs. 
It is also one of the first and 
most prominent sports to be 
included in the ancient 
Greek Olympiad. 

Cliff competed as an 
amateur wrestler through 
the early 30's, winning the 
Canadian championship in 
the light heavyweight class 
in 1934 and 1936 as well as the 
Olympic trials in ‘36. Making 
the 191 pound weight limit 
was a matter of sweating 
and dieting for Cliff whose 
normal bodyweight was at 
least twenty pounds heavier. 

During those early years, 
he combined his amateur 
wrestling with refereeing 
both at the intercollegiate 
and professional ranks. At 
that time, the universities 
didn’t have trained people 
and used many more out- 
siders than they do today, 
said Worthy. Queen's, 
McGill, the U. of T. and 
Guelph were competing 
together in a league and Cliff 
had some part in the boxing 
and wrestling aspects, often 
refereeing either. 

This early experience 
probably created in him the 
belief that national amateurs 
should be collegiate based 
like the U.S. National 
Hockey Team of 
year. He also believes that 
deserving athlete-scholars 
receive athletic 
scholarships to compensate 
them for the time they give 


up in training and competing 
in their sport. 


Cliff started refereeing in 
the professional ranks the 
year after Maple Leaf 
Gardens opened and was 
active in it up until his 
retirement in 1968. 

The difference between the 
successful amateur and the 
successful pro, said Cliff, is 
that the amateur can get and 
stay on the top with ability 
alone whereas the 
professional must combine 
ability with gate appeal. The 
crowd drawing ability of a 
pro depends on how much he 
is loved or hated by the 
crowd, said Cliff, and this is 
the case in most pro sports 
including wrestling. Cliff 
cited the hockey Flyers as an 
example of a team who 
draws full houses for love in 
Philadelphia and hate on the 
road. 


Muhammed Ali, whom 
Cliff met, is a classic 
example of this. Cliff 


describes Ali as the greatest 
fighter of all time. He is 
champion because he is the 
best fighter. However, 
boxing owes most of its 
popularity in the last fifteen 
years to Ali; not primarily 
for being the best fighter but 
for being the best gate at- 
traction and the sport's best 
promoter. Cliff met Ali when 
he was not before the public 
and didn't have his image to 
maintain. Ali was shy and 
almost withdrawn. He also 
appeared modest and

something close to the truth 
but not solely for his boxing 
prowess. 

In amateur sport you go all 
out to win; in professional 
sport in winning, you try to 
give the audience what they 
came to see, said Cliff. When 
a world champion comes to 
town to wrestle the local 
champion he doesn’t try to 
beat him as quickly as 
possible, “you don’t kill the 
goose that lays the golden 


egg", but feels him out to 


find out how good he is. He 
takes the local champion no 
sooner than he has to. He 
tries to give a show that lives 
up to its billing. People want 
an even contest, said Cliff. 

Here again it is easiest to 
use Ali as an example of this. 
Ali almost never, if ever, 
beat anyone inthe first 
round and don't think he 
couldn't if he wanted to 
George Chuvallo went 19 
rounds with Ali in Toronto 
with Ali having nothing but 
scorn before and nothing but 
praise for the local champion 
after. 

The sport couldn't exist on 
the all out battles that 
Frazier and Ali have given, 
said Cliff. They have to build 
to a climax with fights of 
lesser calibre in between 

According to Cliff, Ali said 
that he got some of his 
promotional ideas from a 
wrestler popular in the 90's 
and 60's, ‘‘Gorgeous’™ 
George. For those who don't 
remember, ‘‘Gorgeous”’ 
George used to throw 


that were 
used in curling his hair, to 
fans in the audience. He used 
to drive a pink Cadilac as 
well as cultivate other 
vanities that made him

controversial. Cliff describes 
‘‘Gorgeous’’ George as a 
talented wrestler who wasn't 
quite big enough to make it 
with the heavies but who was 
ambitious and came on a 
method or gimick that made 
him one of the big attractions 
in the sport for a number of 
years. 

Bobby Riggs, in tennis, is 
another example of a man 
who exploited a gimick, his 
age versus, a member of the 
opposite sex, in making 
money from sport as well as 
giving it a special interest. 

Of the great modefn day 
wrestlers Cliff remembers 
big Gene Kiniski as one of 
those people that make you 
feel better for having known 
them. Kiniski, a 280 pound 
giant of a man out of 
Edmonton, came to pro 
wrestling from football in the 
late 50's and has been at or 
near the top of the sport 
since. Kiniski could remain 
jovial and friendly despite 
driving the crowd to a frenzy 
of anger, throwing things at 
him, said Cliff. Cliff 
describes Kiniski as the kind 
of man who despite being 
world champion in his sport, 
could greet a man, he had 
met in obscure cir- 
cumstances ten years 
before, in a manner giving 
no indication that their was 
any inequality between 
them. In the Kiniski home 
there was a tradition that the 
family got together in 
Edmonton every Christmas. 
One Christmas Gene in- 
terrupted wr stint to 
return home. A friend asked 
‘where were you wrestling, 


in Seattle?’’ Kiniski had 
returned all the way from 


Capetown for that 
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Cliff. Worthy 


and said if he could afford to 
go there he could afford to 
come back. 

Cliff remembers’ Lou 
Thesz and Ed ‘Strangler’ 
Lewis as two of the greats 
who passed through the ring 
during his time as a referee. 
Thesz’s career in the ring 
spanned nearly four decades 
from sometume in the 20's 
until the sixties. 

The referee is between the 
promoter of the match and 
the body that elects the 
referees and has some 
responsibility for the quality 
of the program presented to 
the public. One or another of 
the wrestlers often makes 
him part of the match. A 


referee may be pushed 
around by one of the 
wrestlers or pinned between 
one and the other or between 
both and the floor on oc- 
casions. ““‘The fans love to 
see the referee pushed"’, said 
Cliff who has suffered a cut 
chin, split eye, a broken 
collar bone and cracked ribs 
over the years. 

A true champion itn 
professional sport is a man 
who can handle his opponent 
and give the crowd what they 
came to see at the same time 
said Cliff. 

Since his retir€ment, Cliff 
has been living on the farm 
he bought north of Caledon 
East in 1950.

Despite the increased cost of 
heating a larger house most 
people don’t seem that 
concerned, said Raeburn, as 
many are still opting for 
electric heating, the most 
expensive method. The cost 
of construction doesn’t in- 
crease significantly as the 
size increases, said 
Raeburn. 

Whitehead disagreed 
maintaining that there is a 
demand for smaller houses 
in both the built up and the 
rural area by people who 
don't have children. 

The cost of houses is about 
$30 per square foot, said 
Whitehead, although the cost 
does decrease somewhat 
after a certain size. There is 
a trend toward smaller 
houses, added . 
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children, about 20 per cent of 
the market, would be 
satisfied with a 1200 square 
foot house. A large family 
can make do with a 1400 sq. 
ft. house, said Bifolchi. 

Two or three years ago 
people were looking for 1800 
to 2000 square foot houses. 
Today even the people who 
can afford it don’t want to 
build that large, added 
Bifolchi. The costs that enter 
into the picture besides 
house and lot size are the 
greater assessment with the 
larger house, the additional 
cost of borrowing the extra 
money and the greater cost 
of utilities. 

If more land was zoned for 

housing, cost of lots could be 
reduced by as much as thirty 
percent. Fifteen percent 
could be saved if develop- 
ment propesals could be 
approved in a year instead of 
the five that it sometimes 
takes. Smaller lots and 
houses could result in an 
additional fifteen percent 
savings. 
There is no land for people 
to live on said Bifolchi, flat 
land is claimed for 
agriculture and treed land 
by the conservation. All the 
various bodies that have to 
approve a proposal also slow 
down the process costing 
money to the purchaser of 
the house.
